ing districts. ^A city surrounded by 
waste land certainly does not favorably 
Impress the transient. 


The White Pine Blister Rust disease 


threatens to annihilate the pine of 
Xew England unless the proper con- 
trol measures are taken. The control 


: measures are to destroy all currant 


and gooseberry bushes. The diseases 
is a fungus, a low form of plant life, 
e.cd l.-cs upon White Pine and currant 


—jand goosberry bushes. 
The disease 


spreads from White Pine to currant 
and gooseberry bushes and back 
to 


pine again.', - The^ disease cannot 
spread from one White Pine to another 
White Pine.- It is evident that the 
method of control is simple and the 
disease cannot spread 
among 
the 


pines. 


The city authorities of Portsmouth, 


realizing the value of the White Pine 
to.the city, and the dangers of the 
Blister Rust Disease, appropriated the 
sum of $300 to^ combat the 
Blister 


Rust Disease. ^The stats increased 
this appropriation 25 per cent, making 
$£20 available. With-' this amount it 
was 'possible tc -destroy the currant 
and gooseberry "bushes over an area 
of 3,0VS4 acres. The number of cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes- destroyed 
was 19,206. The work Is -well started 
and with comparatively small expen- 
diture the city will be able to free its 
growing pine from the Blister Rust 
menace.
